Leaving Washington Hill, and’ keepin 
along the side of the ridge, you travel full 
half a:mile before. you discover that any fur- 
ther efforts have been made:to prospect the 
ridge. , This brings you toa set of mining 
claims, and.a little mining camp of two or 
three h@ases;known as the Golden Gate. It 
is a very antic spot, lying “between the 
heads of ters’ and Washington creeks, 
overlooking the rugged banks of the middle 
fork of Feather river, and overlooking an 
almost unlimited space of the wildest, 

, and most sublime scenery imagin- 


e Golden Gate Company is one of the 
ery few mining companies, to use one of 
grand mother Partington’s sayings, “ born 
with a silver spoon in its mouth.” The tun- 
nel was commenced in -1856,.and in 1857, 
the company ofiered to bet large sums of 
money that the gravel in the tunnel, to the 
hight of four feet, would average one dollar 
to the pan,' Several handsouwe little fortunes 
were made in the Gate, but the claims are 
now lying idle. The pipe clay closed down 
and took the place of gravel as the’ tunnel 
advanced into the hill, and the “knowing 
ones ” seem to be not quite positive whether 
the diggings are worked out or not. The | 
front of the ¢laims is being piped off, and | 
| pays well; but the water season is short,— | 
Peing usuaily May, June, and a part of July 
ofieach year, One of the original Idcators, | 
who sold out in 1859, has purchased five-

ridge lies uncjaimed, except by Uncle Sam, 
for, at least, three miles. This brings you | 
to-a low place in_the ridge, a clinjate much 
milder and warmer than at the Gate,—a set 
of piping claims, a cabin and two water 
ditches, known as the Last Chance. The | 
claims were located, I think, in 1854, and | 
| were worked from time to time till 1862, | 
without ‘any very great success, however, 
paying only about wages. The company, 
unfortunately, commenced work too high, 
and never got to the bed rock, The share- 
holders had been to a great expense, and 
very naturally became disheartened. They 
could not make'up their minds to make any 
more improvements, and to work for wages 
was too much under the circumstances, and 
hence the¢laims were allowed to lie idle. 
A new company has recently taken hold of 
these claims, and intend bringing up a cut | 
so as to command the' bed rock, When the 
claims are properly opened, there is every 
reason to believe that the Last Chance. will 
be good property. But it is high time t 
retrace our steps.

The Monitor Company's claims lie next to 
the claims just noticed, and next to the 
Monitor aré the claims of the Buckeye Com- 
pany. In 1856, a tunnel was started in the | 
Buckeye claims, by Fowler, Roop, and. oth- ; 
ers. , The tunnel was téo high, and in 1858, 
-I think, a shaft} was sunk to the bed rock, a! 
distance of ninety feet. The Buckeye Com- | 
pany afterward started another funnel more | 
in the center of the claims, and this old tun- | 
nel was Jeft standing idle, and apparently, 
of no use to anybody. 

The Monitor Company, in 1858, became 
incorporated, obtained ftem the Buckeye 
this old|tunnel, put a hydraulic wheel into 
it, sank an incline, from it into theif own 
claims, and for six months past, have been 
taking out pay. The gravel is soft, easy to 
work, and pays an average of two dollars to 
the car load. A neat, cosy little town has 
sprung up around the Company's works, du- 
ring the past Summer, and has taken to it- 
‘self the name vd Monitorville. The Moni- 
tor Co y has incurred a very heavy ex- 
Phe smithshop, timber-house, and 
dump-shed, are monsters in size and strength. 
In short, everything about the claims is 
large and strong, and everything needed to 
work with has procured. The tunnel 
is large, and sufficiently high for the tallest 
man to walk in without stooping.

They were all, 
doubtless, going back in memory to ‘their 
early childhood, and to their loving care of 
this best of all pag A hocsigs! mm. ey well- 
knew they, the sons of a poor pastor, 
could never have been trained aud sdnseted 
and fitted to occupy their stations. without 
a very extraordinary mother. They well 
knew that they owed more to her than to 
all other human agencies. No shoulders 
but theirs must bear the precious dust to the 
graveyard ; no hands but theirs must 
it'it in its last resting place! That body 
had been inhabited by one of the sweetest, 
most cheerful and brilliant minds that ever 
inhabited an earthly tabernacle. It had 
long, too, been the temple of the Holy 
Ghost. _What that lovely woman had done 
to make her husband's ministry useful and 
protitable; what she had“ done in training 
daughters that are ornaments to their sex; 
what she had dorie to make these distin- 
guished men what they are—who can tell ? 
What has not such a mother accomplished 
who has given such an- influence ‘to the 
world?
